SHOES OF THE PAST 


Present Day Footgear Owes Its Shape 
to the Romans 

The early shoe seems to have been 
a sandal. In the Roman, Egyptian, 
and Greek days men wore sandals of 
hide or leather or wood. 

\yhen we read of shoes in t.6 Bible 
we know that sandals were meant. fm 
Egypt they made sandals woven from 
palm leaves and papyrus, it wae 
the fashion for a conquering Dgyptian 
to have painted om the soles of his 
shoes the figure and faces of his com 
quered enemies, 

In early times the sandrl took o1 
many forms. In Greece the sock was 
!used for comedy and tho buskin fer 
tragedy. The buskin reached to the 
knee, something like a Wellington 
boot. The sock reached only to the 
ankle and wa; worn whenever qilo& 
movement was desired. 

It was in Rome first that the sandal 
began to take shape like our modern 
}shoe. There are in Bast. n Europe 
many people whose civilization is de 
rived from Rom», who still cling to 
the un-reformed sandal. But In the 
days when Rome was itn her glory 
shoes were far from a simple affair. 
For instance the shoe gear of the 
patricians was decorated with golden 
clasps and elaborately embroide>ed. 

The sandals of Egyptians had wood- 
en solc And the French peasant af 
the present generation derives his 
sabots from that source. Emperors 
wore purple buskins, and red was 
even permitted the nobility, but the 
common people were forced to content 
themsclves with the plain sober col-

The Kite in War 


Kites are to form part of the regular 
equipment of French warships here 
after, being classed as aeronautic ap- 
Paratus with aeroplanes and dirigibles, 
They will be ,owerful enough to take 
up an observer anc will be used for 
purposes of military observation, for 
which we are told they are vastly su- 
perior to balloons. The greater the 
wind the more easily they are handled, 
say a writev in L’Illustration. 

The mounted kites of Captain Sac- 
onney ha.e Deen used by the French 
army for some months. After a long 
series of experiments, they cre also 
to be used by the navy, which has laid 
out an aeronautic programme, as fol- 
lows: The use of aeroplanes is to be 
limited to coast defense. Dirigibles 
of great radius of action will be util- 
ized for aval scouting. Recourse 
will be had to the kite ‘_r ‘‘ghtering 
the squadron as a whole a.d for sur- 
veyirg a foreign blockaded coast. 

The kite has the advantage that the 
wind, the great enemy of other aerial 
devices, facilitates its evolutions. If 
the weather is calm, the ship makes

HONORS LOYALISTS 


REV. R. 8. FORNERI BUILT 
CHUROH TO THEIR MEMORY. 


Beautiful Edifice of St. Alban the 
Martyr at Adolphustown Was Erect- 
ed Through the Efforts of Well 
Loved Pastor of the Parish—Is a 
Brilliant Scholar, but Has a Retir- 
ing Disposition. 


With the right to sign his name as 
the nobles do, there lives in Kingston, 
Ont, in a humility which is almost 
weakness, a clergyman who has brains 
far beyond the average scholarship, and 
a charm of manner which this genera- 
tion calls ‘‘the charm of the old 
school.’’ He is known as the Rev. 
Richard Sykes Forneri, M.A., B.D., and 
he has never risen to a high place in 
the church because Le has persisted in 
remaining in the background, content 
with the adoring affection of parishion- 
ers who, rightly call him ‘‘saintly.’’ 

Mr. Forneri is the son of the late Dr, 
Forneri, an [talian of high birth, who 
held the chair of Moderns at Varsity, 
in the days of Dr. McCaul, and college

contemporaries tell’ us that ‘‘Fornert 
never saw the outside of a Greek gram- 
mar till six months before his matric, 


but he headed the honor list.’’ After 
his graduation he went in for Divinity 
at Trinity, and it was his good pleasure 
to champion the late Provost Whit- 
taker, when controversy raged round 
that cleric ’s High Churchmansbip. ‘‘On 
my reputation as a Low Churehman,”’ 
Mr. Forneri has often declared, ‘‘I 
never saw the cloven hoof of the Scar- 
let Woman any where near the Provost 
in all my days at Trinity.’’ And he 
declares it with the sight foreign ac- 
cent, which, mingling with a touch of 
the brogue he got through an Irish 
strain, makes his speech delightful.

a mill chimney handsome. Mr. Wain 
house also spent a buge amount in add 
ing to his cottage property handsome 
railings, zood porches, and well-designed 
chimneys. One row of humble houses 
has a gallery, towers, and bridges 
worthy of a college. The Octagon Tower 


is considered by some judges to be the 
finest piece of architecture in the town, 
Wonderful Feat of Navigation. 

A remarkable feat of navigation has 
been accomplished by Captain Charles 
Charleton, who sailed the Liverpool 
ship Harold, « vessel of 1,209 tons, 
laden with wheat, into Queenstown Har- 
bor a few days ago. Captain Charleton 
had brought his ship from Australia, a 
distance of 15,000 miles, without the aid 
of a single officer. Efforts to find offi- 
cers at Adelaide, Melbourne, and Syd- 
ney all failed, and the captain had no 
alternative but to set out for England 
with a crew—all but two of whom are 
foreigners—ignorant of navigation. 

The voyage lasted 108 days. For one 
period of six weeks the captain did not 
remove his clothes, and during most ‘of 
the voyage he could only obtain snateh- 
es of sleep in a deck chair on the poop 
of the ship.

Their Jobs for Training at Annual | 

Camps 

That Cankdfans Are a warlike pvo- 
ple when their home or liberty is 
threatened or when the Motherland re- 
quires assistar.ce, has been amply ev!- 
denced by tho part taken.by Canadian 
militiamen in the war ‘of 1812-15, in 
the Fenlan Raids of 1866 and 1870, the 
Red River Rebellics of 1885, thy op- 
erations on the Nile and throughout 
the South African wa:, But in the 
piping days of peace, whe. the depart- 
ment of militia and defence issues 
its call .o the rural regimer.ts to mus- 
ter for a two Weeks’ training camp, 
the amateur soldiers are not so ready 
to respond <o the stirring notes of the 
tugle. Well the officers of the rural 
batallion’s understand the effort neces- 
sary in recruiting for camp and they 
have come to Lalf-dread the annual 
training period. One of them is au- 
thority for the statement that approx- 
imately one-half of the members of a 
rural corps are scns of the farmers, 
farm hands, and men ligitimately re- 
cruited in the regimental recruiting 
area, The other half ave men who 
out of work ‘hrough circumstance or 
inclination, and withcut prospect uf 
immediate employment, are ready to 
shoulder a rifle and draw the govern- 
ment’s good moncy for twc weeks, or 
four weeks if they can reenlist with 
another regiment when the first - .mp 
breaks up, as some do. 

When a recruit takes the oath and 
signs the muster roll of a company, he 
Swears that he will turn out with the 
regiment on all occasions during a 
lerio¢ of three years. Less than ore- 
quarter of those enlisting every year 
ever come to camp again. New men 
have to be found to take their places 
in the ranks and the regimental drag 
net is spread out, bringing in a motley } 
catch, 

One reason, of course, for lack of 
enthusriasm is that the pay is small 
compared with what an aveiage man 
can earn in almost any,line of indus- 
try. The system of efficiency pay is 
another sone of conten.ion. If a man 
cannot shoot he cannot get the extra 
money. Naturally in the eyes of th» 
militia department this is « wise pro- 
vision, but vot so does it appear <r the 
recruiting oficer. The men whom he 
should have under his command, the 
steady, industrious citizens or work- 
men can earn more money at home| 
and not take any chances of not’ get- 
ting it because they cannot shoot.
